Most irritating problem still is the 
incorrectly addressed parcel or let- 
ter, In June, 1941, more than 18,000 
letters arrived at the base post of- 
fice in Britain incorrectly address- 
ed. From Jan. 1 to Aug. 31, 4,012 
parcels arrived at the base post of- 
fice in Canada—still 4,000 miles 
from their destination—too badly 
damaged to be shipped on.

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HUNTERS SPEND BIG IN 


ALBERTA 


If they are given the opportunity, 
tourists will spend more money in 
Alberta and visit here in still great- 
cr numbers. Recently there were 
reports of big game hunters arriv- 
ing in Alberta by aeoplane from the 
United States, then leaving for the 
hunting areas by motor car, train 
and other modes of conveyance 
along the way. 

These hunters spend thousands 
of dallars in Alberta each season. 
Some time ago one large party es- 
timated that its outlay would aver- 
ace $60 a day for the expedition.

We 
are sure that you will feel a glow of 
pride in knowing that you will be 
able to serve delicious Canadian 
fruits in such tasty forms all win- 
ter, and, at the same time, that you 
will be doing your part in prevent- 
ing waste of those perishables. 
Waste no time in deciding what 
must be made from the fruits now 
on the market, for, with the ex- 
ception of apples, the season for 
fresh Canadian fruits will soon be 
over, 


Peach Butter 


Peal and stone the peaches. Cook 
in a small amount of water as pos- 
sible until they are reduced to a 
pulp. Rub through a colander. Add 
one-half as much sugar as pulp and 
cook the mixture until it is thick 
and clear. Constant. stirring near 
the last will be necessary to prevent 
burning. Pack into clean, hot jars, 
and seal at once. 


Pear Butter 


| 
Treat as for peach butter except 


that the peans need not be peeled 
and cored, but cooked and run 
through a sieve. A few whole cloves 
cooked with the pears adds flavour 
to the butter. 


Medley Fruit Conserve 

2 pounds peaches 

2 pounds quinces 

145 pounds pears 

1, pound tart apples 

1 lemon 

415 pounds sugar 

Wash and prepare fruit. Pass 

through food chopper and weigh. To 
each pound of fruit allow three- 
quarters of a pound of sugar. Put 
fruit and sugar in alternate layers 
in a bowl and let stand overnight. 


| Next morning place in a preserving 
kettle, with the juice, puip and le-| 


mon rind. Boil until mixture be- 
comes thick. Pack into sterized 
jars and seal at once. 


Damson Plum 


Wash the fruit and cut in half, 
removing the pits. Break a few pits 
and add kernels to the fruit. Pour 
a little water over the plums and 
heat slowly to boiling po.nt. Cook 
gently one-half hour. Measure and 
add an equal quantity of sugar. 
Boil gently until jam is thick and 
pour into sterilized containers. Seal 
at once. 

Harvest Jelly 
4 gallon crab or snow apples 
5 quinces 
i quart cranberries 
Sugar 

Wash apples and quinc.s and re- 
move ¢tem and blossom cads. Cut 
in quarters, cover with cold water 
and cook tili tender. Wash cran- 
berries and cook in one quart water 
until tender. Pour apples, guinces 
and cranberries, into jelly bag and 
let drain overnight. In the morn- 
ing, measure the juice, and for each 
cup of juice add one cup of sugar. 
Boil juice for five minutos before 
then boil for ten 
minutes or until syrup sheets off 
spoon. Remove scum, pour into 
sterilized glasses, and seal. 


Ginger Pears 
4 pounds pears

The importance of this annual 
undertaking has been often empha. 
sized by the department during 
past years and it is gratifying to 
note the ever-increasing interest 
taken in this matter. The vital ne- 
cessity for trees and more trees has 
been continually pointed out— 
their important place in Alberta's 
agricultural life and the benefits 
which they provide. It is hoped aud 
believed that this interest will con. 
tinue. 


The following information has 
just been issued by the Forest Ser- 
vice, which gives details regarding 
the distribution of trees for plant- 
‘ing to be made after the turn of 
the year. 


| 
Tiecs, free of all charge except- 


ing the express covering shipment, 
are to be given by the Forest Ser- 
vice to farmers in the province for 
the following purposes: 


1. For planting within natural 
popular or willow bluffs, 


| 2. For replacements in  estab- 
lished windbreaks or shelterbelts. 


3. For additions to established 
windbreaks or shelterbeits, where 
the trees to be planted are set out 
close enough to the old plantation 
that they receive protection against 
wind and, in the case of conifers, 
| against the sun, by the established 

trees, 


Applications for rural schools and 
cemeteries will be given considera- | 
tion. 


Trees are not available for beau- 
tfieation only, nor for the estab- 
lishment of new windbreaks or 
shelterbelts. Persons requiring 
trees for the former purpose should 
secure them from commercial nur- 
series, and for the latter should 
apply to the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture, Tree Planting Di- 
vicion, Indian Head, Saskatchewan. 


Trees <vailable for distribution 
in the spring of 1942 include the 
following: 


Wh.te spruce; Lodgepole pine; 
| Red pine; Green ash; Bur oak; 
| Douglas fir; Siberlan larch; White 
oak; Red oak; American elm. 


In addition to the above, cuttings 
of laurel, leaf willow, golden willow 
and northwest poplar will be avail- 
able. 


In connection with each applica- 
tion, it must be noted that a limit 
has been placed on the shipment of 
Siberian larch, white oak, red oak 
and American elm. 


T).e quantities of these species 
ave limited, and it might be neces- 
sary to allot applicants smaller 
numbers, or entirely delete from 
some applications when a number 
of the first six are requested In ad- 
dition to the limitations stock avail- 
able, the number of applications 
someti.mes renders it impossible to

I swear 
that I would rather die than sur- 
render to the enemy and that 1! 
will not let my people be enslaved 
by the bloodthirsty Fascists. Should 
I, through weakness, cowardice or 
evil designs break this solemn oath 
and betray the interests of my 
people, may I die a shameful death 
at the hands of my comrades.” 


CALL FOR GREATER ROAD 
SURFACING 


Alberta has 3,000 miles of main 
gravelled highways and more than 
600 miles of “blotted” or bitumin- 
ous surfaced roads, forming part of 
90,000 miles of roads in this prov- 
ince. Some interesting facts re- 
garding the statistical position of 
the road situation were made 
known recently by the provincial 
government. 


These show, in the opinion of of- 
ficials of the Alberta Motor Associa- 
tion, the need for greater develop- 
ment of hard surfacing in this pro- 
vince. Only ®y such expansion will 
the tourist be encouraged to visit 
this province in larger numbers. 


On the reconstruction of the 
main No. 1 highway from Edmon- 
ton to Calgary and Macleod, th 
province has spent in recent year: 
a total of more than $3,600.00. Leve: 
crossings between Edmonton anc 
Calgary have been eliminated. 


Motorists who are paying millions 
of dollars into the provincial cof- 
fers each year, much more thar 
what is being spent on the high- 
‘ways, now are making an insistent 
call for this situation to be remedi- 
ed. They demand that these mo- 
tor revenues be ear-marked for 
roads, as it is realized that Alberta 
needs a greater mileage of hard 
surfaced highways, and surfacing 
of this type should be of a type that 
will stand up without necessity o 

maintenance from, year to year.

Whitewash should be applied to a 
well cleaned surface. A good stiff 
brush will remove loose dirt. A 
wide brush is best to apply white- 
wash.

Youth Training 

During the past four years thou- 
sands of young men and women in 
the prairie provinces have had an 
opportunity to take special courses 
in agriculture and domestic science 
through the Dominion - Provincial 
youth training programme, The pro- 
gramme will again operate this fall 
and winter, when similar courses will 
be held at rural centres in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta. 

The youth training programme is 
financed jointly by the Dominion and 
Provincial Governments. Details of 
organization and arrangements for 
instruction are left to the Provincial 
authorities. Because of this, the pro- 
cedure varies somewhat from prov- 
ince to province, but the general 
objective is the same. That is, to 
provide an opportunity for worthy 
and needy rural young men and 
women between the ages of about 16 
and 30 years to attend courses of 
the kind mentioned above, in or near 
their own communities. The first 
schools of the season generally com- 
mence about November Ist. Appli- 
cations for courses must be sent in 
by the communities weerenad: Be- 
fore the application can be filed, 
naturally some preliminary organ- 
ization work must be done so that
